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THE  LATE  SUMNER  HEALEY 


ITH  the  death  of  Sumner  Healey  about  a  year  ago,  the  com- 


V  T  munity  of  art  and  curiosity  lovers  lost  one  of  its  most  fasci- 
nating members.  The  son  of  Warren  Healey,  Civil  War  general 
and  wealthy  carriage  builder,  Sumner  Healey  was  an  adventurer 
at  heart. 

Expelled  from  school  for  a  peccadillo,  he  signed  up  on  a  sailing- 
ship  bound  for  Australia,  and  became  a  pugilist  in  Sidney,  at  the 
same  period  playing  the  trombone  in  a  Salvation  Army  band.  For 
five  years  he  served  in  North  Africa's  French  Foreign  Legion,  be- 
fore reluctantly  settling  down  in  his  father's  carriage  plant.  He 
soon  tired  of  the  routine  of  a  commercial  career,  and  to  escape  the 
doldrums  started  collecting  firearms.  Soon  he  became  a  shrewd 
trader  in  arms  and  armor  and  ultimately  a  dealer  in  all  kinds  of 
antiquities  and  curiosities,  encircling  the  globe  in  search  of  the 
unusual,  the  imaginative,  and  even  the  freakish  in  all  arts  and 
crafts.  The  hazards  of  the  antique  business  seemed  to  suit  to  per- 
fection his  restless  and  humorous  vitality. 

His  success  was  sensational ;  his  reputation  as  a  reaper  of  fabu- 
lous profits  in  the  sale  of  "unbelievables"  became  legendary.  His 
emporia  in  New  York  became  the  goals  of  treasure  hunts  joined  in 
by  leaders  of  high  finance  and  bargain  seekers  alike.  Some  persons 
who  heard  of  his  fame  believed  him  an  invention  of  Christopher 
Morley.  Yet  Healey  was  a  realist,  a  profound  student  of  the  metal 
crafts  and  of  the  historical  backgrounds  which  enhanced  the  values 
of  his  possessions. 

Sumner  Healey,  the  genial  conversationalist,  the  bon-vivant  and 
jovial  host,  and  above  all  the  purveyor  of  rarities,  will  be  missed  by 
his  countless  friends  in  all  parts  of  the  world.

Important  torch  light  of  the  Empire  on  a  triangular  plinth

a  circular  oil  cup  on  five  eagle  feet.  The  relief  of  the  plinth 
and  the  acanthus  and  antefix  ornamentation  of  the  stem  are 
of  pure  neo-classic  conception.  Height,  7  feet  3  inches 

This  magnificent  torchere  comes  from  the  Bonaparte  estate 
at  Bordentown,  X.  J.  Pierre  Philippe  Thomire,  1751-1843, 
perhaps  the  greatest  bronze  worker  since  Gouthiere,  worked 
under  Pajou  and  Houdon.  He  made  the  memorial  service 
given  Louis  XVI  by  the  liberated  America,  and  in  1811  made 
the  cradle  of  the  King  of  Rome.
